His deliberate 
preparations were believed to be directed 
with this object. For reasons we do not 
iknow the original plan was radically 
changed, and he decided to attempt forcing 
the passage of the river and close Colenso.

PEAR A GAMBLERS’ PANIC 


| 


In Session Until Barly Hour of the 
Morning Devising Means to Meet 
Threatened Crisis Today, When It Is 
Possible ‘Tat a Certain Stock Will 
Be Thrown Out by Alarmed Specu- 
lators—Much Depends on Conditions 
in London—Part Played by Copper. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 18, 3 a. m.—As a result 
of a conference of Boston and New York 
financial men which at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing had been in almost uninterrupted session 
for more than twenty-four hours, it is prob- 
able that there will be a special meeting of 
the Stock Exchange at 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing to consider drastic measures for the 


present financial situation. 


At this conference it was practically de- 


cided that, if no other action was taken, 


support would at least be given to good 
stocks in order ‘to prevent what might be 


termed a gamblers’ panic. 7 | 


Danger in One Stock. 
There is one stock in particular, a Boston 


stock, which has sold far above par, which 


went a little below it on Saturday, and large 
blocks of which are expected to be thrown on 
the market by men who think they must 
have the money to protect them in other 
lines. 

Thrown upon a market in which there 
are no buyers, there !s no telling how far 
the downward rush would carry prices. 

A measure which was being considered at 
the conference at an early hour this morning 
was united action by the Stock Exchange in 
the refusal to execute selling orders. k 

Much Depends on London. 
But such action, or any radical step, will 


: depend 'to @ great extent upon the London 


market ‘this morning. If that should be bad 
some drastic measures are almost certain 
to be adopted to bolster UD the situation 
here. 

It was reported last night that ‘sdcetthietesad 
were in progress for the absorption of large 
per of United States mining for cash by 
New York interests. A conference with that 
object in view was in progress at a late hour 
last evening. It came down, merely to a 
question of price. 


As is ‘well appreciated on the street, such 


a purchase at this time would be a great 
relief to the situation. 


Wilda in’ copper is as- 
signed by Chicago bankers and financiers 
as the prime cause of Boston's financial 
troubles, involving the failure of the Broad- 
way National Bank and the John P. Squire 
Packing company.

Lacey, Bankers’ National Bank 
L_Boston always has been the headquarters 
of copper stocks. All the mines on the Up- 
per Michigan peninsula have been financed 
there. All these stocks are listed on their 
exchange, while in New York or any of the 
other large cities I know of no dealing in 
copper securities, Until recently interest 
centered wholly in Michigan, but now they 
are developing cepper mines in Montana. 
In the present instance Boston may have 
overrreached itself. I understand that the 
end’ has been reached, however, and that 
the only result Ukely will be a slight nerv- 
ousness in. the Boston market for a few 
days. The effect will be purely local, and 
will not touch Chicago In the least. 

Investments Date Far Back. 

John J. Mitchell, President Illinois Trust 
and Savings Bank-—Boston has been the

“Tt should be possible to send messages 
across the Atlantic with poles less than 200 
feet high. The ultimate distance must be 
checked by actual experiment before it be- 
comes a scientific fact in the strictest sense.”’

MEDICAL CORPS UNDER FIRE. 


Runs Great Risk in Rescuing Wounded 
| Men at the Battle of Magers- 
fontein.

MODDER RIVER, Dec. 13, 12:15 p. m.—In 
the Magersfontein fight the English medical 
corps did wonders in the work of collecting 
the wounded. It was necessary to advance 
with stretchers over a mile under a constant 
fire, yet they never stopped work, and suc- 
ceeded by Monday night in getting a ma- 
jority of the wounded into camp. 

Yesterday they found many close to the 
Boer trenches, who had lain for twenty-four 
hours without assistance. The officers com- 


manding sent into the Boer camp for about 
twenty of the wounded who had got into 


their lines. An armistice was arranged while 
our ambulances went in. Unfortunately it 
was broken by a big naval gun .throwing 
jyddite shells on the Boers walking about 
outside the trenches, whereupon the Boer 
guns replied, shelling the British horse ar- 
tilery, which was then retiring. 

- The Highlanders were retiring before the 
artillery, and as the naval gun was still fir- 


ing the Boers, observing the movement, im- 


metiiately opened a brisker shell fire on the 
departing column at long range.

the whole of that time, with the exception of 


two years (1887 and.1801),.the expenses were

ment make a total of the former of 1,126,-

ernment .of private railroads, 111,000, 
rubles; all other, 74,000,000 rubles, | 


The items of the extraordinary, expenses 
during the same period were: Purchases of 
high rate bonds and payment of various 
debts, 1,035,000,000 rubles; construction of 
new state railroads, including Transsiberian 
road, 653,000,000 rubles; relief of the dis- 
tressed population during famine of 1891 
161,000,000 rubles; increase of eapital of 
Imperial State Bank, 43,000,000 rubles; war- 
ships, 90,000,000 rubles, all other, 93,000,000 
rubles. | 

On Jan. 1, 1897, the national debt was 4,357,- 
600,000 rubles, and Dec. 31, 1898, it was 6,109,- 
000,000 rubles. 
This increase, it is stated, was due partly 
to the refunding of high rate loans into 
bonds at a low rate, but principally to the 
‘purchase of many railroads by the govern- 
ment, which are earning large returns on 
the money invested.

Four) States forbid women to work in 
mines. These laws should be extended to 
about one hundred of their present occu- 
pations, Which are too severe and too un- 
healthy.

WHY HIGHER PRIcEs AT HOME? 

The delegate who represented the iron and 
ster! industries of Germany at the Philadel- 
phia Commercial congress says that.“ it 
is not to be denied for an instant thaf the 
Anjerican iron producer enjoys far more 
favorable conditions of operation than the 
German.” The former have the advan- 
tage of much larger and more valuable 
stocks of ores and coal, The appliances at 
their works are superior to those in use in 
any European country, They have replaced 
hand labor by machine labor to an aston- 
ishing extent, thus offsetting the German 
advantage of cheaper labor. The American 
iron producers are aided by the superiority 


of the American railways, which are “ in- 


comparably superior to European, insofar 
as the transportation of bulky articles is 


‘concerned, at all events.” Then their 


freight charges are almost one-fourth those 
ofthe German roads, 

This delegate says that if Germany is to 
meet Américan competition in the iron and 
steel industries freight rates must be low- 
ered and all the labor-saving appliances in 
usp in American works must be introduced. 
In|view of these statements Mr. John W. 
Gates may be believed when he says, “ In 
Germany the one source of fear in manu- 
facturing centers is competition with the 
United States.” He may be believed also 
when he says the German manufacturers of 
certain iron and steel products are eager to 
enter into a combine with American manu- 
facturers, so as to escape being crushed by 
the competition of the latter. The inferior 
is almost always willing to get under the 
wing of the superior rather than be trampled 
on by him. May not it be believed further 
that Mr. Gates did not accept the seductive 
propositions made him regarding interna- 
tional consolidation because he found the 
American Steel and Wire company can 
manufacture its goods so much more cheaply 
than its German rivals that it has far less 
to gain by a combination than they have?
